THE FAST ATLANTIC SERVICE. 

One of the last acts of the Tupper 
government was to award the contract 
for a fast Atlantic steamboat service to 


the Allan company and one of the 
first acts of the new administration is 
to consider the propriety of completing 
the contract, which involves a grant of 
some $750,000 a year from the Cana- 
dian treasury and $375,000 from the 
British treasury. The large amount of 
the proposed Canadian grant constitutes 
the matter a political question of the 
first class. Three quarters of a million 
dollars yearly is a large amount of 
money to pay cut of the revenues of 
the country, and some very substantial 
benefit must be shown to be likely to 
result, before it can be justified. Just 
what the substantial benefits of the fast 
Atlantic service are likely to be do not 
appear to be very clear as yet. No 
douht it would be a fine thing to have, 
but when we have to pay out good 
money for anything we should see be- 
fore hand that we get the worth of our 
money, or that we are expending it in 
the most profitable manner. What 
the farmers of this country want to 
know is: How much will the fasi 
Atlantic line add to the value of a 
bushel of wheat or of a fat steer? These 
are the great export products of Canada, 
and particularly of the Northwest, and 
their value here depends greatly on the 
cost of transportation to Britain. If 
the newline will cheapen or improve 
transportation of these products, there 
is a fair prospect that a return will be 
received fer the aid granted. But if 
it will not affect these products suf- 
ficiently favorably it can scercely affect 
other products encugh to give value for 
the large bonus. Of course a fast 
Canadian Atlantic line would tend to 
attract trade and travel to the Cana- 
dian transcontinental route, and would 
ensure to that route the bulk of the 
travel between the East, including 
Australia, and England. This would 
be of substantial advantage to the rail- 
way company and incidentally would 
be of some commercial advantage to 
Canada, but unless the Canadian pro- 
ducer, who is the Canadian taxpayer, 
can get a more substantial result from 
this fast Atlantic scheme, he will be 
justitied in refusiag to bonus the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway to the further ex- 
tent of $750,000 a year; which is 
practically what the scheme amounts to. 

The need of such an immense bonus 
to secure a fast Atlantic line from 
Canada lies in the fact that ihe trade of 
Canada is not sufficient to warrant the 
establishment of such a line for a less 
sum. The trade of Canada is small, 
not because Canada is a small cvuntry 
or aregion of slight resources, but  be- 
cause its vast resources are toa very 
great extent undeveloped. The great- 
est possibility of development lies in 
the Northwest, and in that part of the 
Northwest known as the Saskatchewan 
valley. Development of the Saskatche- 
wan valley cannot take place without 
a ‘railway built throughout its length, 
and indeed the development of the 
whole Northwest is retarded for lack of 
the railway competition which such a 
line would give. Next to the Sas- 
katchewan valley geographically, and 
next—if not  greater—in — import- 
ance in undevsloped resources, is the 
Cariboo gold mining region cf British 
Columbia, which also depends on a rail- 
way for its development. The de- 
velopment of these two adjacent regions 
would immensely increase the produe- 
ing power and wealth of Canada, and 
extend the market for Canadian manu- 
factures as a fast Atlantic line certain- 
ly would not. It isa question worth 
the while of the people of Canada to 
ask: Will $750,000 a year toa fast 
Atlantic line do more to increase the 
productive power, the home market and 
the taxpaying ability of Canada than 


the expenditure of that amount capital- 
ized so as to secure the development of 


boo gold fields by a line of railway that 
would give the Great West the benefits 
of effective railway competition. 

It may be that the choice does not 
lie between these two means of expend- 
ing the public money to the amount 
mentioned—that both, or that neither, 
are within reach. Butthe question of 
the fast Atlantic line is up and the 
guestion of the development of the 
west is also up, and if there is not 
money for both—as there very well 
may not be, during hard times when 
the public are crying out for retrench- 
ment—the scheme that will give the 
best results to the country at large is 
the scheme that should receive the en- 
couragement of the public money. 
Three quarters ofa milliondollars a year 
capitalized at three per cent equals $25,- 
000,000, asum which would be ample 
to secure the extension cf the Manitoba 
Northwestern through the Saskatche- 
wan valley and Cariboo to the Pacific 
coast. The construction of such a 
road would double or treble the pro- 
fitably productive area of the North- 
west, would open to development the 
richest gold producing district in the 
world, and would give relief from rail- 
way monopoly throughout the region 
from Winnipeg to the Pacific coast. 
It would eventually, by vastly increas- 
ing the production of the country, be 
the best possible promoter and feeder of 
a fast Atlantic service, and as well givea 
new and wider field for eastern capital 
and enterprise, and individual energy, 
which from yearto year is being lost 
by Canada to the States for lack of 
such a field within eur own country. 

Tue Prince Albert Advocate of July 
14th, says that Mr. Laurier has asked 
the liberals of Saskatchewan to elect 
W. Patterson, the new controller of 
customs, for that constituency. The 
Advocate favors the proposition.

THE CREAMERY. 


The Edmonton creamery is being operat- 
ed this year by Messrs. Smith & Sibbald, 
of the Crescent Creamery, Calgary. In the 
spring when Mr. Smith visited Edmonton 
the cream from a number of cows was 
promised by farmers, and after he left the 
number was increased to $00 cows. On the 
strength of these promisés Mr. Sibbald 
came to Edmonton to superintend the bus- 
iness, bringing with him, Mr. T. Shufelt, 
an experienced buttermaker, who was at one 
time employed in the St. Albert creamery, 
Vermont, where the output was 28,000 
pounds per day. 


Operations were commenced on June 10th. 
At the commencement 500 pounds of butter 
were made per week, which hes been in- 
creased until the output is now between 800 
and 900 pounds prr week. One shipment 
of 1000 pounds to Victoria was made 
about two weeks ago, and there are between 
4000 and 5000 pounds of choicest butter 
now on hand at the creamery. The packages 
used are neat square boxes holding 56 pounds 
each. The boxes are specially manufactur- 
ed for shipping to the English markets 
waere Messrs. Smith & Sibbald can sell all 
the butter they can make, as fast as manu- 
factured, at best market prices, but they 
can oniy ship to that market in carload lots. 
The “Edmonton creamery has a capacity of 
over 1000 pounds per day and though 
farmers promised the cream of 900 cows, 
there have so far been only that of about 
300 cows brought in. At the Sturgeon 
some little delay occured in getting the 
mecessary appliances for the separating 
station, and though many farmers were 
anxious te have the station there and 
promised to support it, only a small number 
have done so up tothe present. ‘The Poplar 
lake separating station has received much 
better support. Cream is also collected by 
team from Hay lake, Clover Barand the 
Calgary trail towards Leduc. Smith & 
Sibbald are advancing farmers 8 cents per 
pound each month on their butter and wl:en 
it has been shipped and returns received, 
will hand them whatever balance is due. 
If they received sufficient support to employ 
the creamery to its full capacity they could 
make frequent shipments and farmers 
would reap much greater benefits than they 
are at present receiving, by having quicker 
returns and settlements. The 8 cents per 
pound advance is more than has been paid 
in previous years by the creamery and it is 
evident that being run asa private enter- 
prise is calculated to give farmers the great- 
est possible return from their cows. All 
the appliances in the creamery are of the 
latest improved patterns and are kept in 
splendid condition. In addition to Babcock 
testers and a 500 pound churn, there are 
three 600 gallon vats for manufacturing 
cheese. Tho creamery should certainly 
have the support of all the farmers in this 
district to make it the success it should be. 
In addition to the buttermaker at the 
creamery a man is employed eonstantly at 
each separating station.

The National Business Men’s league of 


Chicago, has issued an address to business 
men of the United States urging them to 
take active part in the campaign against 
the nominee of the Chicago convention. 
The address declares hard fighting must be 
done in Illinois, Indiana and possibly Iowa, 
and calls upon business men to take steps to 
see the silver men do not carry any of the 
states. 


The Kolapore cup was won by the Cana- 
dians at Bisley. The score of the various 
teams was as follows: Canada, 656, points; 
England, 644; Guernsey, 618; Jersey, 
589, The weather was warm and 
fine, and in every way favorable. for sport. 
The Canadians were the winners of the 
Kolapore cup once previously aud have al- 
ways been close competitors with the 
English team for the cup. Thecup carries 
with it £80 in money. 


Mr. Laurier is the first premier since the 
late Sir John Macdcnild, who has held 
office as the choice of the people of Canada. 
The late Sir John Abbott, the late Sir John 
Thompson, Sir Mackenzie Bowell dnd Sir 
Charles Tupper ruled by a parliamentary ma- 
jority. So soon as an opportunity was given 
the people to speak out at the polls they 
did so, and ina manner not to be mistaken. 
Whith Sir Charles Tupper and his lie they 
would have nothing todo. Hon. Wilfrid 
Laurier and liberalism proved their choice. 


A recent dispatch from Havana says: 
General Maximo Gomez and Calixto Garcia 
are trying to re-unite the various insurgent 
bands which recently combined under the 
command of Jose Maceo, but find the task 
one of great difficulty, in consequence of 
dissensions between the whites and blacks. 
Gen. Linares is kept fully advised of the 
situation, and is prepared to take advant- 
age of anything that may happen in the in- 
surgent ranks. It is believed that active 
conflict may break out between the two 
factions of Cubans. 


The Toronto News, independent conser- 
vative, says the cabinet that Mr. Laurier 
has got together is a credit tothe liberal 
party. It is true, the leader was compelled 
to search in every provincial fieid for tim- 
ber, but, with few exceptions, he has suc- 
ceeded in drawing the strongest and 
straightest shafts to his side. We still 
think Ontario has less than her share of the 
patronage, and that the ablest men have 
not been selected to represent the province. 
On the whole, howeyer, the cabinet is so 
much better than there was reason to expect 
from the material in the last house. The 
opponents of the government wil] be pleased 
with tne success of Mr. Laurier in securing 
such aid. 


Chicago expects to have a tower which 
will be the highest structure of its kind ever 
constructed. It will be called the City 
Tower, be 1,500 feet high and 300 feet 
square at the base. The Tower company is 
an incorporated one, capitalized at $800,000, 
having for president D. R. Procter. It will 
rear this ‘lofty steel skeleton on the old 
baseball party property owned by New 
York people for which a lease for a term of 
years has been secured. /T'his enterprise is 
based on business lines and the projectors of 
the scheme intend to equip the tower with 


a theatre, restaurants, search lights and 
i 


telephones. 


‘THE LOCAL ELECTION. 


All male British subjects by birth or 
naturalization, who are 2] years of age and 
have resided in the Northwest Territories 
for twelve months, and in the electoral dis- 
trict of Edmontoa for three months before 
polling day will be entitled to vote. 


Voting will be from 9 a.m till 5 p.m, and 
each person presenting himself for the pur- 
pose of voting will be asked by the returning 
officer his name, occupation and place of 
residence which must be given in a voice 
audible to the scrutineer and the particulars 
given shall be entered in the poll books. 
If a scrutineer has reason to believe a per- 
son claimimg to yote is not qualified, he 
may order the returning ofiicer to require 
such person to makean affirmation as to 
his right to vote. 


There is no provision for the appointment 
of enumerators as in the Dominivi: election. 
Every person qualified to yote gives his 
name &c., as above mentioned to the return- 
ing officer, who will hand him a ballot paper 
which must be a piece of good white card- 
board, one inch by two inches. 


When handing the voter the ballot: paper 
the returning officer shall tell the voter the 
names of the candidates and the colors 
whieh represent them, and the voter shall 
then go into the inner room where he wiil 
find colored pencils each color representing 
one candidate. The voter will mark the 
face of the ballot with a X using the pencil 
of the color which represents the candidate 
he wishes to vote for.
